Announcement was made some time 


•ago in Jacksonville that plans had 
been made by the railroad for build- 
ing the double track bridge over the 
river and it was intimated at that 
time that double tracking the line 
would follow the 
building of the 


bridge. 


Rumors say the plans of the rail- 


road officials are to double track the 
line from Jacksonville to New Smy- 
Tna, where the principal shops of tie

USE EXTREME CARE 


TO PREVENT TYPHOID 


In a letter to the citizens of Florida, 


Dr. Ralph N. Greene, state health of- 
ficer, brings most forcibly to their at- 
tention the number of deaths resulting 
last year tram .typhoid, wteiefc were 
much less than any previous year, 
and asks the co-operation of the public' 
in still further reducing the .mortality 
from this disease. The letter from Dr. 
Greene is as follows: 


"To the citizens of Florida- 
The 


number of deaths in the state last 
year from typhoid was much smaller 
than in any of the three previous 
years, and only slightly more than 
one-half the number in 1918. 
The 


state board of health asks your co-op- 
eration that we may still reduce the 
number of lives so needlessly thrown 


away—for typhoid is an absolutely pre- 
ventable disease. 


"The only cause of typhoid is ty- 


phoid bacillus, and this organism only 
leaves the body in the discharges, 
chiefly feces and urine, but in smaller 
number in the sputum and perspira- 
tion. The only way we contract ty- 
phoid is by taking into the month 
some of the discharges of a typhoid 
patient or a typhoid carrier.

first point in the United States oc- 
cupied by white men, but the set- 
lement was not permanent. Internal 
troubles broke it up and the settlers 
lelped to give St. Augustine the 
honor of being the oldest permanent 
white community in America. 
New 


Smyrna is growing. It has a splendid 
tributary country and our sea. beach 
s as attractive as any along 
the 


East Coast. ,My specialty for years 
las been that of producing the fa- 
mous Indian River oranges. 
Inciden- 


tally. I might say that some years 
ago I gave considerable attention to 
bee culture, and one year I gathered 
20% tons of honey from 101 col- 
onies, and I recall the fact that two 
colonies gave me some 600 pounds 
each, and 1 believe that is an Amer- 
ican record 
Bees 
are about the 


cheapest kind of 'live stock' that a 
Florida farmer can keep. They board 
themselves, 
and if given naif a 


chance, will amply repay any attention 
bestowed upon them.

Announcement was made some time 


•ago in Jacksonville that plans had 
been made by the railroad for build- 
ing the double track bridge over the 
river and it was intimated at that 
time that double tracking the line 
would follow 
the 
building of the 


bridge. 


Rumors say tbe plans of tbe rail- 


road officials are to double track the 
line from Jacksonville to New Smy- 
Tna, where the principal shops of tie 
-road will be located when the new im- 
provements and 
changes 
here are 


•completed. That a line will be built 
from Okeechobee to the coast to con- 
nect again with the main line, and 
that 'the line around Jjy way of 
Okeechobee will be used for hand- 
ling much of the freight business 
during the' winter time, leaving the 
main ling along the coast clearer for 
the handling of the passenger bus- 
iness.

Okeechobee will be built to Palm 
Beach, which, when the double track-

USE EXTREME CARE 


TO PREVENT TYPHOID 


In a letter to the citizens o£ Florida, 


Dr. Ralph N. Greene, state health of- 
ficer, brings most forcibly to their at- 
tention the number of deaths resulting 
last year Item .typhoid, wlricb were 
much less than any previous year, 
and asks the co-operation of the public1 


in still further reducing the .mortality 
from this disease. The letter Irom Dr. 
Greene is as follows: 


To the citizens of Florida- 
The 


number of deaths in the state last 
year from typhoid was much smaller 
than in any of the three previous 
years, and only slightly more than 
one-half the number iu 1918. 
The 


state board of health asks your coop- 
eration that we may still reduce the 
number of lives so needlessly thrown 
away—for typhoid is an absolutely pre- 
ventable disease. 


"The only cause of typhoid is ty- 


phoid bacillus, and this organism only 
leaves the body in the discharges, 
chiefly feces and urine, but in smaller 
number in the sputum and perspira- 
tion. The only way we contract ty- 
phoid is by taking into the month 
some of the discharges of a typhoid 
patient or a typhoid carrier. 


'The great majority of these car- 


riers are persons who have recovered 
from the disease, but a few have been 
found who have no history of disease. 
Bach of you can assist by insisting 
that all excreta be so disposed of that 
it is safe, and this means that when 
sewers are not available, all privies 
must be sanitary and fly-proof. 


tfl this state this fly plays a great 


part in spreading typhoid, for they 
breed in filth and are equally fond of 
the privy, kitchen and dining room 
Where privies are not fly-proof, the 
fly that walks on the bread and sugar 
or that takes a bath in the milk 
pitcher may have just come from a 
feast there, and as they carry mater- 
ial on their feet, bodies and wings, 
you ran readily tee what a menace 
they are 


"The state board of health will glad- 


!v furnish the preventive .treatment 
to arv cue who desires it 
The ef- 


•Jcienoy of this treatment has been 
o thoroughly demonstrated, and the 
results so thoroughly and universally 
,tnown that additional discussion Is 
not needed."

Hart of Hawks Park, Volnsia county, 
was a caller yesterday at the office of 
the state marketing bureau. Hawks 
Park adjoins the town of New Smyrna, 
and Mr. Hart located there 45 years 
ago, when the now flourishing com- 
munity of New Smyrna had less than 
a dozen homes. In a brief talk with 
the Times-Union, Mr. Hart said there 
was more activity in building there. 
during the last six months than dur- 
ing all the time since the world war. 


"New Smyrna," he said, "was the 


first point in the United States oc- 
cupied by white men, but the set- 
tlement was not permanent. Internal 
troubles broke it up and the settlers 
helped to give St. Augustine the 
honor of being the oldest permanent 
white community in America. 
New 


Smyrna is growing. It has a splendid 
tributary country and our sea beach- 
is as attractive as any along 
the 


Bast Coast. ,My specialty for years 
lias been that of producing the fa- 
mous Indian River oranges. Inciden- 
tally. I might say that some years 
ago I gave considerable attention to 
bee culture, and one year I gathered 


tons of honey from 101 col- 


onies. and I recall the fact that two 
colonies gave me some 600 pounds 
each, and 1 believe that is an Amer- 
ican record 
Bees 
are about the 


cheapest kind of 'live stock' that a 
Florida farmer can keep. They board 
themselves, 
and if given naif a 


•nance, will amply repay any attention 
bestowed upon them. 


"It was to New Smyrna that Dr. 


Andrew Tumbull brought his colony 
from Minorca and the islands of the 
Mediterranean more than 150 years 
ago, and made what was the earliest 
land development in Florida.
